A new Soviet offensive along the lower Duiester was,

The battle for Sebastopol is 
being fought out in a maze of hill, 
gulley and trench positions. lt is 
often a matter of hand-to-hand 
fighting, almost like street fighting, 
with narrow defiles, cavés and slop- 
ing hillsides taking the places of the 
houses, streets and roof-tops. The 
Russians are maintaining a heavy 
bombardment from artillery and 
Stormoviks. 

“The din of battle is so great 
that it seems as if the moun- 
tains must burst,” says one front 
report. “It rises and falls like 
some infernal orchestra.” 

A Pravda correspondent, who 
watched the battle from the sea, 
says: “ The -attlefield looks as if 
a vast volcano had started belching 
smoke and flame over the city.” 


PORT RAIDED 


While last night’s 
communiqué merely 
that there’ were no _ impor- 
tant changes at the front, the 
Moscow Air communiqué said: 

“During April 25th and during 
the night of April 26th our air- 
craft bombed ships and military 
stores In the port of Sebastopol. 
Several direct hits were made on 
transports in the southern bay and 
on one transport in Kazachya Bay. 
Fires were observed in various 
parts of the port, accom- 
panied by numerous ex- 
plosions — two of great force. 

“A few days ago our aerial 
reconnaissance spotted in the 
Barents Sea a large group of 
German transports sailing under 
escort of naval vessels and cutters. 
Our Air Force dealt five consecu- 
tive blows against the enemy ships 
with bombs and torpedoes. Despite 
low clouds and strong anti-aircraft 
fire, our airmen broke through to 
the enemy ships and sank four 
German transports of a total ton-

The German communigué yester- 
day announced .a new Soviet offen- 
sive along the Lower Dniester aimed 
at the Moldavian capital of Kishi- 
nev. This attack, opened in the 
area of Tiraspol'and Tighina after 
nearly seven days of uneasy “lull” 
on the: Eastern front, was referred 
to by the German News Agency in 
these words:—‘ The new Soviet 
offensive on the Eastern front has 
started with a violent break-through 
attempt on the Lower Dniester.” 
Later a German commentator said 
that twelve Soviet infantry regi- 
ments and several tank units, with 
strong, bomber support, were taking 
part, and “throughout the day 


-hammered at the German and 


Rumanian lines.” 

Moscow despatches provide no 
confirmation of. these reports— 
which claim .that counter-attacks 
threw the Russians. back—but com- 
ments from other Axis sources 
suggest that the Dniester operations, 
whatever theif actual scale, are not 
the big blows generally expected on 
the Southern front. 

Hallensleben, chief military cor- 
respondent of the German News 
Agency, stated last night: “ The ex- 

ted Soviet offensive in the South 

as started. Preparations on both 
sides have been completed. The 
first big German attack north-west 
of Jassy, and the first big Soviet 
attack on the Lower Dniester, show 
that both sides are attempting to 
take up the fight for the initiative. 


It is likely that these initial attacks 


may lead to the greatest battles of 
.1944, There is reason to be 
lieve, however, that the present 
fighting represents only diversionary 
manceuvres, and that the main 
battles will develop elsewhere.” 


PLANNING MUST EMBRACE 
RURAL BACKGROUND 


66 HEN we plan for rural 
Ireland we must know 
rural Ireland and plan 

to suit our traditions and our 

surroundings,” was a statement of 


“the Rev. J. M. Hayes, C.C., at a 


discussion on “ Towns, Villages and 
Rural Life,” in connection with the 
National Planning Exhibition in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, last night. 
There might be a danger, Father 
Hayes said, of transferring methods 


of the other countries without con-' 


sideration of their own. Parish 
guilds and parish councils could 
help in the planning of rural Ire- 
land. Halls and playing fields 
should be owned by the communit 
and administered by the Bia 
councils. Commercial halls often 
were a cloyer of the moral beauty 
of a people, as well as being 
unsightly. 

It was a mistaken idea that the 
interests of the town and country 
conflicted, was the view of Mr. 
Richards Orpen, who said that in 
the long run the prosperity of 
the town depended, not so much 
on its own effort and initia- 
tive as on the general level 
of prosperity in the country. 
The land was their only substantial 
asset, and the objective of all should 
be to develop it to give the 
optimum. Society to-day was a 
highly .complex structure, of which 
each mó depended on the other, 
and they no longer could expcct 
one section to accept conditions of 
life substantially ditferent from she 
other without causing serious dis- 
content. 

Mr. Manning Robertson said that 
cities should run themselves on the 
lines of business. As had recently 


been said by Mr. Seebohm Rown- 
tree, no business was afraid of xais- 
ing loans for purposes which were 
reproductive. A city would find 
the improvement of its central 
arteries a sound: business oroposi- 
tion. Land in a central area should 
be put to its best use; too often 
in towns it was lying derelict. 
Among the best uses was the for- 
mation of a central public park, a 


feature that very few-of our towns. 


possessed. 


Pleading for a rebuilding of 
villages with houses of on 
architectural type, Mr. Robertson 
advocated a provision for them, of 
electricity and water, and an acre 
of allotment near each, 

Miss Roisin, Walsh spoke of the 
value of books in giving people a 
knowledge of themselves, their 
neighbours and their occupations. 
They hoped to have schools and 
village halls in Ireland like those 
in Denmark—places where boys and 


girls would acquire a cultural back-.

á brs erection of 7,500 houses in five years, at a cost of 


§ £7,000,000, is visualised in a report by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion Housing Committee on the Corporation’s post-war building 


Barn, Cabra West (extension), 
Oblate site, Crumlin: South (exten- 
sion), Crumlin South (Captains 
lane), and Blind lane, Cabra. 

In addition to the programme of 
new houses:it is proposed to con- 
tinue the re-conditioning - operations 
already under way in Gloucester 
Diamond, North Strand and New- 
foundland street area. These re- 
conditionin operations restore 
existing buildings to a further life 
of usefulness with a minimum of 
disturbance of tenants. Bearing in 
mind the dimensions, current prices 
and conditions and the new lease of 
life secured, says the report, the 
costs compare quite favourably with 
those of recent modern flat dwellings 
erected by the Corporation. 

The schemes already in hand 
comprise some of the worse 
tenement property in the city which 
had already been de-tenanted pre- 
paratory to demolition with no 
prospect of early new building. The 
Committee is satisfied that re- 
conditioning can make a contri- 
bution to the housing problem by 
obviating extensive demolitions of 
old multi-storeyed property and pre- 
"serving, incidentally, the character 
of the city. 

The latest returns from the Public 
Health: Department show .“ that 
approximately 18,800 families are 
now in need of housing accom- 


modation. 


Mr. S. MOYLAN, Minister for 
Lands, in moving the estimate of 
the Dail, “said 
that there had been a reduction 
in land division, but 80,000 
acres had been acquired since April, 
1940. Despite difficulties in getting 
fencing, 79,000 acres had been 
divided in that period. During the 
past year only 10,000 acres had been 
acquired, and 12,000 acres. divided. 
Group migration had also been 
affected by present conditions, and 
only nine families had been moved 
in the past year, all from Kerry. 
Out of over 105,000 holdings of 
tenanted land coming under the 
provisions of the Land Acts, 1923- 
39, about 74,000 remained to be 
revested jn the tenants. 


BRIGHT SPOT 


The one bright spot in the present 
situation was the continued improve- 
ment in the collection of Land 
Purchase Annuities, which seemed 
to indicate an increase in the pros- 
perity of farmers generally. The 
arrears for all gales since the enact- 
ment of the Land Act of 1933 
pepe at January 31st last only 
2.7 per cent. of the total annuities 
collectable. 

Mr. M. RODDY (F.G.) said that 
he wanted to know if the Minister 
considered his Mag schemes 
were a success. e felt it would 
be more economical to transfer the 
bigger farmers to the Midlands 
and give the land they left behind 
them to the smaller holders.

Mr. J. DILLON said that the Land 
Act of 1933 had destroyed free sale 
and fixity of tenure. “If we go 
on buying land from the Land 
Commission for £100 an acre and 
selling it to farmers at £50,” he 
said, “all the money of Midas will 
not pay the bill. The land annuity 
racket was one of the most shame- 
ful rackets ever perpetrated, but we 
got away with it andduped theEnglish 
out of money which we undertook 
to pay them.” : 

Dr. T. F. O’HIGGINS, (F.G.) re- 
called that when he was a boy 
people who held 1,000 acre estates 
were called ranchers, and there was 
a cry to divide their lands. To-day 
the rancher was the man with 100 
acres, and there was the same cry 
for division. If the position of such 
farmers were to be rendered un- 
stable, then there would be no 
future for agriculture in __ this 
‘country. He also complained of the 
buying of a great many farms by 
non-nationals, who had no associa- 
tion with the land, and said that 
something should be done to stop 
this speculation ramp that was going 
on in Irish land, and which was un- 
equalled on the Stock Exchange. 

Mr. G. BENNETT (F.G.) said 
that every farmer should be settled 
on his land and no man should be 
relieved of this land except under 
very exceptional circumstances; and, 
if a man was relieved of his land, 
he should get the full market value 
for it, so that he could buy a farm 
elsewhere. 

Mr. J. TUNNEY (Lab.) protested 
against the action of the Land Com- 
mission wn giving land in North Co. 
Dublin to outsiders while there were 
deserving local people in need of it. 


OWNERSHIP 


“Mr. S. MOYLAN, replying, said 
there was no truth in the statement 
that there was no fixity of tenure, 
but it must be evident to everybody 
that if this nation is to survive then 
no man had “an absolute over-all 
embracing right to ownership of 
that land.

NEUTRAL exports to Axis 
Countries were again the 

subject of questions in. the 
House of Commons, London, 

esterday, when Mr. Dingle 

oot, Parliamen Secretary

Wanted 


In a letter to the Minister for 
Justice, the Irish Women Citizens’ 
and Local Government Association 
have renewed their plea for a 
women’s police force, the need -for 
which, they state, is accentuated by 
the fact that in the present increase 
of delinquency young people and 
children are chiefly concerned. 

In addition, the force would be 
useful in conveying children to and 
from prisons, assisting in inquiries 
concerning hooliganism and wanton 
destruction, searching’ women and 
child prisoners, observation work (in 
plain clothes), dealing with drunken 
disorderliness. in girls, patrolling 
streets, parks and open spaces, 
reporting bad housing, neglect of 
children, and other abuses.

FUEL RESERVE 


“The general manager (the state- 
ment continued) said the company 
had two weeks’ reserve of fuel (the 
trade union representatives had 
reason to believe that there were 
three weeks’ reserve, this being the 
biggest reserve for several months). 
Now we are told, six days later, 
there is only one week's reserve.

The statement added that the 
manager admitted that the 25 per 
cent. reduction in imports applied 
only to coal. The main basis of 
the company’s fuel at present -was 
“ duff,”’ which was made into 
briquettes. Seemingly the import of 
this material had not decreased. 

The request of the unions for 
details of the fuel position and the 
company’s proposals to be put in 
writing, was met with a categorical 
“no,” said the statement, which 
commented: “Only the company 
can explain this amazing attitude, 
which is without precedent in the 
history of trade union negotiation.

These remarks are taken from 
the extraordinarily intemperate ' 
speech that was made by the 
Minister for the Co-ordination of 
Defensive Measures in Dail 
Eireann on Tuesday. As they 
refer to the Jrish Times, we 
cannot allow them to, pass un- 


without undue offence, we hope 
thgt our outlook differs not only 
ingmany things, but in all things, 
from. that of the Minister; but 
we cannot: permit him to accuse 
us of any kind of disrespect for 
the President. Dr. Hyde is a 
man whom we hold in the highest 
esteem as a man, as a scholar 
and as the nation’s first citizen. 
May we remind Mr. Aiken of a 
fact which he may have forgotten? 
On May 27th, 1937, we wrote 
the following words: “... . the 
greater honour is that Douglas 
Hyde should be elected unani- 
mously to be the first occupant 
of the Presidential Office under 
the new Constitution—that he 
should be, in fact, first President 
of Ireland. We suggest that no 
more fitting choice could be 
made, that no more worthy name 
could be found in Ireland to-day, 
and that the unanimous election 
of Dr. Hyde would give pleasure 
to everybody in the gountry ; 
Almost exactly a year after these 
lines appeared in our leading 
columns, Dr. Hyde became first 
President of Eire. We advocated 
his choice long before any of the 
politicians, including the present 
Minister for the Co-ordination of 
Defensive Measures, ever thought 
of him. We have no desire. to 
boast of this fact, but Mr. Aiken's 
public charges against us compel 
us to recall it. The alleged insult 
to the President, of which the 
Minister complains, exists only in 
Mr. Aiken’s imagination. The 
fact that on one occasion 
President Hyde’s name appeared 
after certain other names in our 
“Social and Personal” column 
was purely accidental—a mistake 
such as happens in every news- 
paper office every night of the 
week. We repeat that our respect 
not only for Dr. Hyde as an 
individual, but also for the high 
office which he holds, is second 
to that of nobody else in this 
country—and here again we 
venture to include the Minister 
for the Co-ordination of Defen- 
sive Measures. 

Tuesday’s debate in the Dail, 
to some extent at any rate, has 
cleared the air. It has revealed 
in all its ugly starkness the condi- 
tion of affairs that unhappily 
exists between the Censorship 
and:the Jrish Times. This-condi- 
tion of affairs is not of our seek- 
ing. Being realists as well as 
democrats, we recognise the fact 
that in times of national emer- 
gency—in other words, during 
the period of a world war— 
some form of censorship is 
inevitable, even in a neutral 
country. Indeed, it may t : argued 
that the necessity for such censor- 
ship is .even greater in this 
country precisely because it 
happens to be neutral. We always 
have been not only willing, but 
even anxious, to work in harmony 
with the Censorship in so far as 
its powers have been exercised 
for the protection of Ireland's 
neutrality or for the maintenance 
of the country’s domestic security. 
Where we differ, and shall 
continue to differ, from Mr. 
Aiken and his subordinates is in 
the way in which the Censorship’s 
completely autocratic powers are 
interpreted in practice, if not in 
theory. The utterly fantastic

labour, is something which calls for 
action on a large scale. : 

As far as we are aware, there is, 
at the nt moment, only one 
agency Sronsh which it is cairn 
for óna gh we general urers 
to become efficient farm labourers, 
and by so doing to find employment 
on the land. That agency is the 
Mount Street Club Farm. at Clon- 
dalkin. Numbers of unemployed 
city. men, after some experience on 
it, have proved that they had a 
taste for agricultural work, acquired 
a reasonable degree of skill, and 
obtained employment on the land. 

It is our experience that men who 
become efficient can nearly always 
obtain employment, and, altho 
the farming operations of the club 
are thereby made extremely difficult 
we welcome any unemployed 
worker, who, not only wishes to 
provide some of the necessities of 
life for his family, but also desires 
to fit himself for work on the land, 
so that he may get back into 
regular employment as soon as 
possible. k 

Since 1938 a steady trickle of 
men has been going “back to the 
land,” via the Farm, a phenomenon 
which has created widespread in- 
terest, but which has been limited 
by the funds available. 

It would, however, be a great 
mistake, to think that substantial 
numbers of unemployed or partly 
unemployed men from the cities 
would, under present conditions, 
find farm work sufficiently attrac- 
tive to urge them to make the effort 
to change, without any very ap- 
parent material advantage. The 
present system of doles by which 
pcr. a in the cities is com- 
parable with agricultural employ- 
ment, works in the opposite direc- 
tion, added to which farm work ; 
means longer hours and less recrea- 
tion and entertainment, to which the 
city man and his family have be- 
come accustomed, _ 

Some day these difficulties may 
be overcome, and re-education, such 
as is being done on the Club Farm, 
will form the basis of the re- 
employment of those who cannot 
get the work to which they are 
accustomed, i 

Meanwhile, we hope that any 
Dublin unemployed man who 
seriously wishes to take up work on 
the land, will remember that there 
is one way of doing so open to 
him—and we would remind those 
who are interested that the degree 
to which this can be done depends 
on the funds at the disposal of the
